DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Merrell (US 1,375,406). Regarding claim 1, Merrell ('406) discloses a structure 
comprising a circular disc (3) having a plurality of blades (7) inserted therein in a 
mutually spaced and incline way (see Figs. 2 and 3) and a shank (3') that has one end 
thereof combined with the center of a surface of the disc. Regarding claim 2, length of 
each of said blades is adapted to being added to increase function of agitating (see 
Figs. 2 and 3). Regarding claim 5, said blades are integrally formed with said circular 
disc (see page 2 lines 2-3), and blades inserted in an inclined way are arranged in a 
radiation mode deviated from 40 to 50 degrees to corresponding normal lines (see Fig. 
2). 

3. Claims 1 , 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Paik (US 2,552,057). Regarding claim 1, Paik ('057) discloses a structure comprising a 
circular disc (8) provided peripherally with blades (9) inserted therein in a mutually 
spaced an inclined way (see Fig. 2) and a shank (5) having one end thereof combined 
with the center of a surface of said circular disc (see Fig. 3). Regarding claim 2, length 
of each of said blades is adapted to being added to increase function of agitating (see 
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Fig. 3). Regarding claim 4, said blades are in shapes of rectangular flat plates (see 
Figs. 2-4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Merrell 
('406) in view of Bakker (US 5,791 ,780). In the structure of Merrelll ('406) discussed 
above with regard to claim 1 , the material is not disclosed to be stainless steel. Bakker 
(780) teach making a stirrer structure of stainless steel (see col. 3, lines 62-65). It is 
considered that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
made the structure of Merrell ('406) of stainless steel for its non-corrosive advantage 
explained in col. 3, lines 62-65 of Bakker (780). 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Paik 
('057) in view of Bakker (US 5,791 ,780). In the structure of Paik (*057)discussed above 
with regard to claim 1 , the material is not disclosed to be stainless steel. Bakker (780) 
teach making a stirrer structure of stainless steel (see col. 3, lines 62-65). It is 
considered that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
made the structure of Paik ('057) of stainless steel for its non-corrosive advantage 
explained in col. 3, lines 62-65 of Bakker (780).
